cline. 
A. O. Brown & Co. were mem bers 
of the Newr York Stock Exchange, 
New York Cotton Exchange, Chicago 
Stock 
Exchange, Chicago Board 
of 
T rade and the Cleveland Stock E x­ 
change. 
They had branch houses in 
Chicago, Cleveland, Buffalo, Erie, Pa., 
and Toronto. 
In this city they m ain­ 
tained 
expensive 
branch 
offices 
in 
four of the. fashionable hotels and at 
two uptown addresses. 
T heir princi­ 
pal office was at 30 Broad street, but 
a few doors from the Stock Exchange 
building. 
W ithin the past few m onths 
the firm had spent $75,000 in refur­ 
nishing its Broad street home.

m em bership of the firm included Al­ 
bert O. Brown, Lewis Ginter Young,

IOWA CEPUBLICANS

Meet at Des Moines In an Et­ 


tori lo Allay Strife. 


Dos Moines, la., Aug. 26.— Nearly 
1,000 Republicans were in conferenc e 
here In an effort to allay the factional 
strife which has torn th e party during 
the past few years and which was be­ 
lieved by many to m enace the success 
of the Republican ticket in this state.

Cody-Meeteetsee Stage Held Up by 


Lone H ig h w a y m a n . 


Butte Mont., Aug. 26.— A special to 
the Miner from Lake hotel, Yellow- 
Stone Park, VVyo., savs: 
The lone bandit who held up six­ 
teen stage coaches in Spring Creek 
canyon and robbed 120 persons has 
apparently mad«* good his «'Scape, ac­ 
cording 
to 
reports 
received 
by 
a 
searching party of cavalrymen. 
Tin* 
bandit's trail was followed easily from 
the scene of the holdup to a point about 
four miles south, w here it was lost in 
a swamp, Hie outlaw ahan«loning his 
horse at this point and proceeding on 
foot. 
Beyom! 
this 
swam p ihe trail 
was fottml again a f!er great difficulty, 
r»s the man s footmarks left 11’tie im­ 
pression 
in 
the ground. 
This 
trail 
was followed lor a «listance of about 
twelve miles in a southw esterly direc­ 
tion, when is w'as lost altogether in 
another sw am p, and it is now only a 
m atter of chance if the desperado is 
apprehended. 
T here 
is 
no doubt 
but that 
the 
bandit is beaded for the fame«! Ja c k ­ 
son Hole country In Wyoming, about 
forty miles distant from the scene of 
the robbery, an«l with the night ahead 
of him ami acquainted with the coun­ 
try, tlie chances ar<* slim of his being 
captured. 
The 
section 
of 
country 
through 
which the highw aym an is fleeing Is so 
rugged and covered w'ith underbrush 
that 
pursuit 
on horseback is prac­ 
tically impossible and the soldiers are 
following on foot. 
Contrary to expectations, the rob 
her, up to the time his trail was lost, 
had not sought the high m ountainous 
country, but ha«l skirted 
along the 
foothills. 
T he Jackson Hole country 
is a favorite rendezvous 
for horse 
ihieves because of its rem oteness from 
civilization and its abundance of game. 
The sack used by the hold-up, in 
which the toarists were compelled to 
drop their valuables, was found in the 
brush several hundred yards from the 
scene of the robbery, together with 
the em pty pocketbooks of the victims. 
All efforts to learn the identity of 
those losing any considerable amount 
in the robbery failed, the Lake hotel 
m anagem ent, together with the Yel­ 
lowstone Park Transportation officials 
and tlie Wylie company, refusing to 
give any names.

and it was stated officially by a mein- j 
ber of die in n that delivery had been ! 
made on only 277,000 of the more than i 
700.000 sliar s handled. 
How many ! 
of the outstanding shares represent 
the dealings of customers and how j 
many were carried on the linn’s ac- I 
count it was impossible to learn. 
A I 
statement in regard to the affairs of 
the suspended house was given by IC. ! 
F. Buchanan, a managing partner. 
He 
said: 
“I have been trying all this after- ( 
noon and evening to get something 
definite from our office, but the detail 
is so voluminous that some time will 
i 
be required to arrive at accurate fig­ 
ures. 
“I expect to have something to say 
soon in regard to our early resump­ 
tion. 
In the meantime I wish you to 
deny published rumors that we have 
been doing business for Mr. Thomas 
W. Lawson, Mr. D. G. Reid or some 
of the other gentlemen whose names 
have been mentioned In connection 
with our affairs. 
I hope to make a 
full and satisfactory explanation of 
our position very soon. 
“So far as I am able to see there Is 
no Immediate cause for apprehension 
over our temporary embarrassment, 
which is due more to technical than 
general causes.” 
“Can you not say definitely what 
caused the suspension?” Mr. Buchan­ 
an was asked. 
“Not at this time,” he replied. 


Says the Report Is False. 


“Have you heard the report that 
members of the firm had been specu­ 
lating; that the house was short on 
the market, and caused the flurry on 
Saturday in an attempt to cover up 
that shortage?” 
“Yes, but it is false.”

It was stated that the notice served | 
by bankers that they would not for j 
the present continue the certification 
of the firm’s checks precipitated the 
crisis. 
The afternoon was filled with ru­ 
mors as to various outside sources 
i hat may have been responsible for 
the course of the firm in Saturday’s 
market.

Buchanan himself an­ 
nounced positively that the firm had 
had no relations whatever with Thom­ 
as W. Lawson. 
Announcement of the failure was 
made on the stock exchange at 1:35 
p. rn., when the market was ranging 
from I to 3 points higher than the 
closing of the previous day. 
There 
had been heavy buying during the 
morning hours and for a time prices 
were maintained. 
The market closed 
heavy and uneasy, however, at a de­ 
cline. 
A. O. Brown & Co. were members 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
New York Cotton Exchange, Chicago 
Stock Exchange, Chicago Board of 
Trade and the Cleveland Stock Ex­ 
change. 
They had branch houses in 
Chicago, Cleveland, Buffalo, Erie, Pa., 
and Toronto. 
In this city they main­ 
tained expensive branch offices 
in 
four of the. fashionable hotels and at 
two uptown addresses. 
Their princi­ 
pal office was at 30 Broad street, but 
a few doors from the Stock Exchange 
building. 
Within the past few months 
the firm had spent $75,000 in refur­ 
nishing its Broad street home. 
The 
membership of the firm included Al­ 
bert O. Brown, Lewis Ginter Young, 
G. Lee Stout, Edward F. Buchanan, 
Samuel C. Brown and W. Rhea Whit­ 
man. 
Private wires were maintained 
ym all principal cities.

LONE ROBBER 
GETS AWAY 


Bandit Who Held Up Stages 


Eludes His Pursuers. 


HEADED FOR JACKSON’S HOLE 


N o Doubt But T h a t Yellow stone Park 


Desperado Is T r y in g to Get to the 


N otorious 
Robbers* 
Rendezvous. 


Cody-Meeteetsee Sta ge Held Up by 


Lone H ig h w a y m a n , 


Butle, Mont., Aug. 26.—A special to 
the Miner from Lake hotel, Yellow­ 
stone Park, Wyo., says: 
The lone bandit who beld up six­ 
teen stage coaches in Spring Creek 
canyon and robbed 120 persons has 
apparently made good his escape, ac­ 
cording 
to 
reports 
received 
by a 
searching party of cavalrymen. 
The 
bandit’s trail was followed easily from 
the scene of the holdup to a point about 
four miles south, where it was lost in 
a swami), Hie outlaw abandoning his 
horse at this point and proceeding on 
foot. 
Beyond this swamp the trail 
was found again after great difficulty, 
as the man s footmarks left little im­ 
pression in the ground. 
This trail 
was followed for a distance of about 
twelve miles in a southwesterly direc­ 
tion, when it was lost altogether in 
another swamp, and it is now only a 
m atter of chance if the desperado is 
apprehended. 
There is no doubt but that the 
bandit is headed for the famed Jack­ 
son Hole country in Wyoming, about 
forty miles distant from the scene of 
the robbery, and with the night ahead 
of him and acquainted with the coun­ 
try, the chances are slim of his being 
captured. 
The 
section 
of 
country 
through 
which the highwayman is fleeing is so 
rugged and covered with underbrush 
that pursuit on horseback is prac­ 
tically impossible and the soldiers are 
following on foot. 
Contrary to expectations, the rob­ 
ber, up to the time his trail was lost, 
had not sought the high mountainous 
country, but bad skirted along the 
foothills. 
The Jackson Hole country 
is a favorite rendezvous for horse 
thieves because of its remoteness from 
civilization and its abundance of game. 
The sack used by the hold-up, in 
which the tourists were compelled to 
drop their valuables, was found in the 
brush several hundred yards from the 
scene of the robbery, together with 
the empty pocketbooks of the victims. 
All efforts to learn the identity of 
those losing any considerable amount 
in the robbery failed, the Lake hotel 
management, together with the Yel­ 
lowstone Park Transportation officials 
and the Wylie company, refusing to 
give any names.

Cody, Wyo., Aug. 26.—The Cody- 
Meeteetsee stage coach was held up 
by a lone highwayman at the point of 
a repeating rifle. 
The robber forced 
the passengers and driver to leave the 
vehicle and stand in a row before him 
and then to deposit all their valuables 
in front of them on the ground. After 
their departure the robber gathered 
up his booty and struck off toward the 
Wind River mountains to the south­ 
ward. 
Posses from half a dozen points 
have been started after the highway­ 
man, with but small chance of over­ 
taking him. 
He secured about $1,500 
in cash and a number of pieces of 
Jewelry. 
It is possible, but not very probable, 
that the highwayman is the same who 
held up and 
robbed sixteen stage 
coaches in the Yellowstone Park.

A letter describing conditions among 
the soldiers In a United States army 
camp of the Philippine Islands (Min­ 
danao) has been recently received by 
an acquaintance of Dr. William O. S u n ­ 
man, president of the American Hu­ 
mane association, at Albany, and ho 
has obtained a copy for distribution. 
The writer is a chaplain, John T. Ax- 
ton, of the Eighteenth infantry, whose 
camp is pictured. 
His letter in part 
follows: 
“Camp Keithley is (IOO miles south 
of Manila, on the large island of Min­ 
danao, in hostile Moro territory. 
Al­ 
though this region was nominally un­ 
der Spanish control for nearly 400 
years, there are but two points a t , - 
. 
f 
which the Spaniards established per-^vB IIttillC IndlBIt 
manont stations, and they are both on 
the seashore. 
At no time did they suc­ 
ceed In subduing the natives or giving 
them an idea of a civilized form of gov­ 
ernment. 
“As you are perhaps aware, a sort 
of feudal system exists among these 
people. 
Each datto has his cotta, or 
fort, has slaves and a number of wives, 
according to his wealth. 
Near the 
stronger posts the slave trade is near­ 
ly broken up now, and polygamy will 
eventually be abolished. 
When not at 
war with tho whites these dattos prey 
upon each other. 
Their religion is a 
perverted form of Mohammedanism 
and is very hard to fathom. 
“We are stationed twenty miles in­ 
land 
Tho post is reached by a moun­ 
tain trail, over which only heavily 
armed parties can travel in safety. A 
thousand men constitute our garrison, 
and, while some of the natives near 
the post are friendly, the general con­ 
dition 
is such that men ar** not al­ 
lowed out of the post except between 
I and 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
then special precaution is taken 
f o r 
their safety. On post at night the 
tinels walk in pairs, one behind 
other, to prevent being cut 
up 
skulking 
Mores. 
Two 
months 
3,000 rounds wore fired into the 
racks of a constabulary company about 
a mile and a half from our home. It 
was at IO o’clock, and we heard the 
shooting plainly. The Moros were driv­ 
en off with but slight loss of life. 
“All of the life of our men must be 
spent 
right in the post. We haVe a 
short 
dry season when it is fairly 
pleasant, but most of the year it rains 
heavily every day, so that outdoor 
sports are not possible. There is abso­ 
lutely no assembling place In the post 
for these men. There was an old straw 
building that I used for about two 
months 
We had braced the walls with 
bamboo and repaired the roof with 
grass, hut that became so dilapidated 
that we considered It unsafe and had 
to abandon it. 
“The men out of their $13 per month 
last pay day gave $450 toward the erec­ 
tion of a building 
This expresses to 
any one familiar with the army more 
strongly than anything I can say the 
great need of the building. The plan is 
to buy logs from the friendly natives 
(there are no trees on the reservation), 
and the men will use a small sawmill 
we have on the reservation to saw 
them Into lumber. The logs are already 
coming in, and we have plans made for 
a building of the bungalow’ type, adapt­ 
ed to this climate, containing all of the 
usual 
features 
of 
an 
Institutional 
church—reading room, writing room, 
games, library, small gymnasium. The 
apparatus Is here, but no place to set 
It up. We want a chapel large enough 
to seat 450 men. 
The building will 
have a metal roof. 
“Fortunately one of our officers is an 
experienced engineer. 
He has made 
the plans for the building and will su­ 
perintend the labor of the men in con­ 
structing it. 
Of course It will cost 
more than the amount the men have 
given to start it, but they are confident 
that if the matter is properly present­ 
ed to friends In the ‘home laud’ enough 
subscriptions will be made to carry it 
through. 
They have already got the 
first big lot of logs In and are at work. 
“Captain Burt, who has made the es­ 
timate, says that $700, In addition to 
what we have, will complete the build­ 
ing. 
I have no wealthy friends in the 
States to whom to appeal. 
The gov­ 
ernment has no appropriation for this 
purpose, aud so I am writing you In 
the hope that you may be walling and 
able to include this among your gifts 
for benevolent purposes. 
“This is the third tour of the Eight­ 
eenth infantry in the Philippines, and 
I have not previously seen a situation 
quite the equal of this. 
Our men are 
all very, very young, most of them 
away from home for the first time. 
They came out here four months be­ 
fore I did, and when I arrived I found 
them, both officers and men, saying, 
‘When the chaplain comes something 
will be doing to break this awful mo­ 
notony.’ 
It Is the duty of the chap­ 
lain to provide encouragement, recre­ 
ation, those things which will contrib­ 
ute to the contentment, moral and re­ 
ligious instruction and be a real friend 
to these boys for whom hearts In the 
States are yearning. 
“We do not expect to get home un­ 
til Christmas, 1000, and lf our tour 
here Is to be at all satisfactory, If the 
days and weeks are not to drag. some­ 
thing definite must be done for these 
young men.’’
